'Vancouver, B. C., Oct. 20—Disastrous 


typhoons, sandstorms and floods ehave 
caused a fearful loss of life and prop- 
erty in the Orient. In the river Penff 
district of Japan a hundred villages 
are swept away, 2,000 persons being 
drowned. There are 250 towns under 
water.

mosa at the same, time, doing great 
damage to shipping. At Temani eight 
junks were wrecked, 100 being drown- 
ed.

20.miles of abandoned wrecks, chiefly 
those of Chinese junlis. The loss of 
life is enormous.

Speech of Chancellor Beach 


Stirs the English* 


Proclaims till Purpose to Uphold the Honor of 


the Nation. 


I/ondon, Oct. 20.—A speech by Sir 


Michael Beach at North Shields last 
night, In which he. said that he hoped 
for t>«ace with France, but declared 
that the ministers were prepared to do 
their duty, has deeply impressed. Eng- 
land, and .the utmost concern is felt as 
to how France will receive It. The Idea 
has been prevalent that the French have 
not realized how seriously England fait 
on th« Fn*hoda question, which has 
been coupled with .a desire that France 
would not force Kngland to an armed 
support of Lord Salisbury's standpoint. 


Most of the morning papers elaborate 


some of the exciting descriptions of the 
belligerent preparations of France. Th» 
Paris correspondent of the Mail says: 
"Jn Toulont and Brest every nerve i« 
fitrained to Ret ready for war, which 
may break out on short notice. The 
Paris press is growing more and more 
datcrminod to back up extreme meas- 
ures, even to a resort to arms. - The 
French have been excessively piqued 
by the threatening tone of the Knglisli 
papers, which Is likely a more casus belli 
than the mere question of Fashoda, 
Consequently .the outlook here is grave. 
There. ar«. reports of troops hurrying 
from 'Paris 'to-IJrest alia Toulon. The 
artillery in the batt«rle« and at the 
variant* ports have been confidentially 
Intrusted for any emergency; and the 
cannon at all the forts and batteries are 
kept ready for action at any moment. 
Today there waa a prolonged war coun- 
cil at Brest of the officers of the various 
•ervlces, and Mr. Lpclirpy is hastily re- 
turning to Toulon oli .'account of the 
gravity of the situation."

WOES OF CONDUCTORS. 


Unlimited Red Tape UsvrpattoB Over 


Old Time Metbodi. 


"Perhaps the traveling public seldom 


itops to think of the vast amount of red 
ape that fa now wound around the work of 
;h» passenKsr conductor,'' remarked an old 
time railroad man. 


"In the old days all the passenger con- 


ductor was required to do was to place a 
rubber band around a bundle of tickets he 
had collected and send them in to tbe of- 
flne. The oash collections on an average 
night run in those days wore large, be- 
cause no tickets were sold after 6 »'clook 
p. m., tho hour when all ticket offices 
closed. The each collection on a train often 
amounted to $800 in one nigbt. Tho con- 
ductor at tho end of a round trip would 
take this money to the cashier's window 
nnd would write a report ou a sheet of pa- 
per that would read something like this: 
Dear Sir—Fleau find inclosed 1800 for 
:;ash collections on trains Nos. 5 and 6, 
Doc. 
16, 1S«0.' Tbe conductor did not 


;von take a receipt from the cashier. All 
tho easblnr did was to smllo and say, 
''Good morning.' 


"But a passenger oondnotor today has 


more troubl^ sometimes than a boy fight- 
ing a yellow jacket's nest. Red taps has 
been piling around him for years, until to- 
day he spends about all his time in pnnch 
Ing mysterious holes in tickets, writing 
duplicate checks and making out tedious 
reports. The oftupon tickets ore all bound 
wound with red tape 
Cash collections; 


cans* an Immense amount of tedious work 
today. Tha conductor must now account 
tor every eash fare collected by giving the 
passenger a drawback, or else a duplicate 
cheek In ike presence of other passengers 
at tbe time tbe fare Is taken. 


"Then, too, tas conductor has to sort 


all kinds of tlokets in station order and 
return thsm in that manner, filling out a 
blank giving the number of each kind of 
ticket lifted on the train. This report 
must be seat In- by the conductor before 
doing oat on his next run.

Is compelled to make out his report as he 
goes from station to station, and this 
means from one (o twn or vnnr* bourn' 
hafd work on the report alone on a run. 
It would take kalf a day for me to give all 
tbe details of this red tape. For tristano* 
a asrtaln •umber of punchiw must be In a 
ticket of one kind and a certain number 
In another stjl* of ticket. If one punch 
mark Is not madt, tb* condilotor receives 
a letter calling bis attention to thedls-' 
cnpaooy, and he is liable to be suspended

filled tho < ;u ly voyager with astonishment 
and Its ?ftcii with wonder. "This inven- 
tion," s-aya a reoeut wrltar, "would do 
r-redit to any civllteed nation." The stem 
e-.tl stem are alike aod aro very sharp. 
The boat sails in either direction, and al- 
ways with the same btdo to the wind. On 
tho windward side in a long outrigger, 
•nil at its extremity la a log of wood 
pointed nt both ends and parallel with the 
boat. 
This prevents tho capsizing of the 


boat, tho leo side of which Is vertical to 
prevent drifting to leeward, while the 
weather side is built In the ordinary non- 
tier. 


To change the direction of tbo boat, the 


free end of tho yard la brought down 
while the ot>,'or is raised, and thus fthe di- 
rection of ttie bont IB reversed, with that 
of latoen or triangular sail, while the out- 
rigger la FliU to windward. These proas 
passed between Magellan's ships going at 
full sail and the fcoate they towod astern, 
"eo quickly and skillfully that it was a 
marvel." 


Van XooTfc, the first Dutch circumnavi- 


gator, says that "Boraetmnia 200 of these 
proas, with four or live inon apiece, would 
ewroe to trade, oil hallooiug together 
'Hiero, hicro'— that la, 'Iron, iron,' and 
with very eagerness run their prons upon 
tho ships." .Tacqucs la Hormlte, who wn* 
off the coast of Guam in 1635,(says that 
tho inhabitants came out six miles to 
meet him, with all Fort of refreshments to 
exchange for old Iron, and thnt there were 
160 proas trading with him at one time. 
An old writer paw that "ono of these 
proas, being dispatched from Guam to 
Manila, which is 400 good loagua^i^er- 
formed ttfS vcyngo in four days." 


Dampicr, who was at Guam during one 


of his voyages round tho world, says: "I 
bellero they are the fastest boats in tho 
world. I believe they run nearly 34 miles 
an hour."

Oth- 
ers looked only to ancer at hia uncertain, 
•craggy lines and his fruity drawing. He 
got so after awhile that be didn't try to 
see the managers at all. Ho just handed 
his bundle of drar* ings to the boy guard- 
ing tbe door and utlitcd away to return 
In a day or twp wtth. the moral certainty 
that it would be handed back unopened. 


But he never gave up, and one day be 


made bis hit. Ho got up a drawing of a 
dog baying at the moon, based on a song 
the whole town was humming, and took 
it to the office of Life.

accepted the picture and paid tbo boy $4 
for it. 
Gibson was amazed at sucb liber- 


ality and hurried away aa fast as bo could, 
for fear that sum would later bo thought 
too much. But there had been no mis- 
take. Tho ice was broken at last, and the 
prices the young artist began to receive 
were far better than be bad hoped for in 
bis wildest dreams.

Life's 
art manager didn't find something worth 
buying in tbo Gibson portfolio cvory weoh^ 
for many a long month aftor that, and so 
Oilman did what Abboy, now the mural 
painter par excellence, and Bush, tbe car- 
toonist, and E. A. Frost, the illustrator, 
and scores of others bad done before him. 
He peddled his work from week to week 
to whomever would buy.

About n Revolution In Art. 


Before tho days of Reynolds, Gainsbor- 


ough and CoDSfeable English artists did 
not expect any ono to pay such prices for 
their pictures as fa* thoie of foreigners, or 
even to buy anything but a portrait. 
"What could X do with It?" an English 
comioissour Is said to have replied to a 
gentleman who had asked him why he did 
not purch-^se a historical picture be great- 
ly admired. 
"You surely would not bave 


me hang up a modern English picture In 
my bouse unless it were a portrait!" 


The canee of this low estimate of Engj 


lish art may be seen iu the facts mention- 
ed by Mrs. Bell iu bur "Life and Works of 
Thomas Gainsborough.," Slip says that 
thu first attempt made in England to rep- 
resent a modem historical event exactly as 
it occurred was made by Benjamin West 
In his famous picture of theTt Death of 
Wolfe," exhibited In 
17T1. 


Such was then the ra^e for mythological 


subjects that wben -i^fraa ntmored that 
West was painting a picture in which the 
actors were represented in modern cos- 
tume George III, tbp archbishop of Can- 
terbury an'd members of the Royal academy 
declared that they would bave nothing to 
do with the bold innovator. 
_ Sir Joshua Reynolds and the archbishop 
visited West In his studio to urge him to 
clothe English and French soldiers in tho 
costume of antiquity. 
West refused, say- 


ing thnt the event to be commemorated 
happened in the year 1768, in a region un- 
known to tho Greeks and Romans and 
when no warriors who wore classical cos- 
tume existed. His visitors went away, but 
returned when tbe picture was finished. 


KeynoUto seated himself before the pic- 


ture, examined it for half an hour and 
then, rising, said to the archbishop: "West 
has conquered. He has treated- the sub- 
ject as it ought to be treated. I retract my 
objections I foresee that this picture will 
not only become popular, but wUloccMion 
a revolution in art." 


The picture ,ttirned the time against the 


classtMsro Wmcn" bad prevented English 
artists from producing original pictures. 


Even portrait painters, except Gainsbor- 


ough alone, represented their sitters as 
Psyches and Cupids, Dianas and Jnnov, 
the Graces and the Fates. One artist paint-

Jacksonville, Oat 20 —Dr. R. D. Fry*, 


major and executive officer of the Third 
division hospital, testified yesterday be- 
fore the inquiry commission as to the 
management of this institution, and also 
as to the management of the ftcond di- 
vision hospital at Montauk Point and 
tne military hospital at Fort McPherson, 
Ga. He said the Montauk patients lacked 
for nothing and weie excellently taken 
care of by both physician* and nuraes. 
At Port McPherson then were at on* 
time 925 patients 
There was no material 


*hortage in drugs or ioodi at this point. 
OoCMionally there w«* a Blight de- 
ficiency but it wa« quickly overcome. 


Dr. Frye *ald that in all the hospitals 


with which he bad been connected there 
had been a deficiency of bed linen. This 
had been especially true m Fort Mc- 
Pherson. There bad been orders to pre- 
pare beds there tor 1000 patients but 
this demand had by no means been met. 
The hospital here had also been sihort of 
liSfctUii; 
facilities ^ There was not- a 


sufficiency 
of" candles or lanterns 


Requisitions had been made for them, 
but tkey could not be secured from the 
government «tore«, owing to the con- 
•tructton of orderj hence it was neces- 
sary to depend upon the Red Cross for 
these articles 


Dr. Fr>e expressed the opinion that 


in several Instances convalescents had 
been sent away from the hospitals with

The Spaniards Think They Have Them In Havana, hut tie 


Records Appear to Indicate That They Are 


Still In Santo Dominm 


the Flying Dutchman, the Great 
Discoverer Roams the World 


Even In Death.

The report that the Spaniards, who 


are now preparing to evacuate Cuba 
and the other possessions that have 
recently come under the control of Un- 
cle Sn.m, intend to take with them the

which have been supposedly in tho ca- 
thedral at Havana for more than 100 
years, has started an inquiry as to the 
real last resting place of the great ex- 
fr'-i'T

Here alongside the high altar 


and In vaulted sepulchevs above the 
pavement rested the remains of the 
great admiral and hia son and brother. 
Spain lost Santo Domingo, as she has 
since lost her other possessions in 
America, but she has determined to 
keep the bones and dust that are sup- 
posed to be those of her first great dis- 
coverer. When Santo Domingo was ced- 
ed to France in 1796, the Spanish gov- 
ernment had the vault which was sup- 
posed to hold the remains of Columbus 
opened and the caaket removed to Ha- 
vana, where they were interred in the 
cathedral with great pomp and cere- 
mony. It was not known at the time 
that there were two vaults in the cathe- 
dral at Santo Domingo, or If the clergy 
were cognizant of the fact they refused 
to divulge the secret. 


Some authorities who have written on 


the subject have stated that the clergy 
knew where the remains had been in- 
terred and that when th» Spaniards 


S;;;ili, DuijiiiiS.J. ir.U ;u .^i'.i .;. -. u.>>i, and 
UK; United States. Spain (it unce dis- 
patched two commissioners to the scene 
to investigate the matter. According to 
rumor, they did not even look at the 
remains, and it is en!d that one of tho 
men whom Spain sent to investigate 
wrote his report of the matter while ho 
was on the steanwr en route to the 
island. Italy sent a warship to Santo 
Domingo to look into the case, as she 
claimed that Columbus was an Italian 
subject. Nothing was done, however, at 
that time. 


Later the coffin was removed from the 


vault and placed in a chapel adjoining 
the cathedral. A heavy guard was con- 
stantly kept near the place. The vault 
was first examined. On the walls wero 
the letters "C. C.'A./' which were sup- 
posed to st&nd for "Cristobal Colon, Al- 
mirante." When the coffin was opened, 
It was found to contain a leaden box, in 
which wor^ a silver coffin plate, some 
bones and a leaden bullet. On theciisket 
was the following inscription: "IlluBtrl- 


remalns might b* Interred on the Island 
of Hispaniola. It was not practicable 
that Hie wish should be complied with 
at once, and accordingly it is probable 
that the body of th*> admiral remained 
at Valladolid from 1608 to.1514, when it 
was transferred to Seville. About 1541, 
though the date is not precisely known, 
the remains were taken to Santo Do- 
mingo and deposited in the cathedral 
that had been recently completed. 


"Although there is no record of that 


early date Indicating where the remains 
were placed, there was a tradition that 
they rested at the right of the ultur. 
and 135 years later—namely, in IGTOrrihia 
tradition took the form, of an entry in 
the records of the cathedral. At a some- 
what later period than thai of the 
transfer 
of the admiral's 
remains, 


though the exact date cannot be nxed, 
the remains of Diego Columbus, togeth- 
er with those of his son Luis, were car- 


i ried from Spain to Santo Domingo and 
'buried !» the Bante'icathedral. <<« Is 
prbbab'te that' rthea*" interraentft. took 
place about the beginning of the seven- 
teenth century, for thece are records in 
Spain which apparently refer to the 
matter. There was no inscription to in- 
dicate the locality of either vault. 


"When by the treaty of Basel, Dec. 20, 


1795, Santo Domingo was qeded to 
France, the Spaniards .had a laudable 
desire that the remains of the discover- 
er should be transferred to one of the 
Islands still to remain in Spanish pos- 
session. 
Accordingly the floor at the 


right of tho altar was explored, and a 
vault, supposed to be that of the admi- 


I ral, was found. Its contents, believed to 


J be the remains of the admiral, were 
transferred to Cuba with great ceremo- 
ny and were deposited in the epthrnlral 


Sunday. July 1!, 1891. 
Many of tht 


church and state dignitaries were pres- 
ent. The relics are well protected. They 
are In a leaden casket that showH great 
age. This is inclosed in a glass case, 
which ts locked with several keys, somt 
of which are held by the church offi- 
cials, while the others are in possession 
of the civil authorities. They are in* 
closed in a heavy wooden case, which is 
also kept locked by several keys, which 
are divided among the officials. The re- 
mains are kept In a chapel adjoining 
the cathedral, over which a guard is 
placed." 


Herr Croneau states that the inscrip- 


tion on the cover of the casket was, 
"Deseubrldor de la America, Primero 
Almirante." Translated it means, "The 
Discoverer of America, the First Admi- 
ral." On the inside of the cover is an 
inscription written In Gothic script, 
partly abbreviated, which has been 
translated as follows: "The Famous and 
Excellent Man, Don Cristoval Colon." 


The Hilver plate was found in the bot- 


tom of the lead box. It had an inscrip- 
tion on both sides, which evidently 
meant to state the game thing. The 
inscription translated is, "The Last Part 
of the Remains of. the First Admiral, 
Cristoval Colon, the Discoverer." 


After the remains were inspected be- 


fore the foreign consuls 
they were 


placed in the lead box and than in the 
glass case, which, after being locked, 
was hound in the tricolor of the island. 
The consuls then attached !heir seals 
to that: A strong outer box, which is 
closed with seven locks, received them 
all, which were thereupon returned to the 
chapel, where they are constantly under 
guard.

L\Vhere are the remains o 
lias brought many different answers. 
Scientists and explorers have spent 
considerable time in trying to settle the 
much mooted point, and while some of 
them have made discoveries that would 
lead one to consider the matter dis- 
posed of for all time they have been 
unable to come to a positive conclu- 
sion, and it seems as unsettled today 
as it did when the vaults of the cathe- 
dral at Santo Domingo were opened 
and the remains, supposedly those of 
Columbus, were removed to Havana 
more than 100 years ago. 


Like his birthplace, the final resting 


place of Columbus cannot be definitely 
fixed, and there are at least three cities 
each of which claims the honor of being 
the spot where the great discoverer 
first saw the light of day, while three 
others claim to have his remains In 
their cathedrals. The last are Havana, 
Santo Domingo, on the island of the 
same name, and Aguadiria, a small 
town on the coast of Porto Rico. There 
is nothing1 to show, so far as tho latter 
Is concerned, that Columbus was ever 
near the place when alive, and little at- 
tention has been given to the report. 


With the other two places it is dif- 


ferent. They do not only claim that the 
"lones and dust of Columbus rest in tha 
sathedrals of their cities, but have doc- 
uments to prove their assertions. There 
are two things certain—Columbus lived 
and died, and he was neither twins nor 
triplets. What records there are show 
that he was born in Genoa, Italy, and 
\hat he died and was burled at Vallado- 
Jd, Spain, There are no records to prove 
In what year he wan horn, and historian* 
*nd authorities differ as to the time. So 
far as is known, the event occurred 
either in 1435 or 1486. Some authorities 
claim It was ten years later, and that 
point also has never been settled satis- 
factorily. 


HEs death at Valladolid occurred May 


20, 1506, and from that time to the pres- 
*nt his remains have been moved about 
from place to place until it is now a 
question as to where they really are. It 
Is safe to say that his body has traveled 
around and been placed In more vaults 
and cathedrals than those of any other 
great man. During his lifetime Columbus 
roamed nhnm fr^m on-^ country to an- 
other, and It seems that even with death I 
his voyages were not to end. In fact, I 
death had etll! greater journeys In stor*1 
for the famous discoverer. 


Columbus when dying requested that 


h» be buried In Santo Domingo, which 
was at that time the largest end most 


the body was removed from Seville and 
shipped to Santo Domingo, where it was 
placed in a vault near the altar of the 
famous cathedral which was erected by 
order of Don Diego Columbus in honor 
of his father, the discoverer and grand 
admiral. 


The construction of thia cathedral was 


commenced in 1514, but it was not com- 
pleted until 1540. The caaket in which 
the body of Columbus was first placed 
bejjan to decay, and the remains were 
removed from it and deposited in a 
leaden box, on which was placed a sil- 
ver plate suitably inscribed. It was in 
this manner they were sent from Spain 
to Santa Domingo. 
There were two 


vaults placed in the cathedral.near the 
altar. They were separated from each 
other by a thin wall. In one of them 
the remains of the great explorer were 
pi need, and the opening was sealed. In 
the other were put the remains of his 
son, Diego, and hia brother, Bartholo- 
mew. 
Up to this time there was no doubt 


and there were many records to show 
where the bones of Columbus rested. 
A little later, however, thrf records were 
lost. 
The officials of Santo Domingo 


claim that the remains subsequently re- 
moved by the Spaniards were not those 
of Columbus, but those of «ne of his 
family, while the Spaniards state that 
the cathedral at Havana holds tho%]iist 
of the man who "gave" to Castile a rev/ 
world, which since its discovery has 
been taken lltt.a by little away from 
her. 


For more than ZOO years the bodies of 


Columbus, his brother and son slum- 
bered In peace in the vaults under or 
near the alU> of the cathedral of Sumo 
Domingo. 
The old building, with Its 


Gothic roof, supported hy 14 massive 
columns, still survive* the progress of 
ages. Time has w«lghed lightly on its 
moss covered slfler, and with the excep- 
tion of some repairs which were made a 
few years ago nothing to m*r the orlg- 


I wanted to remove them they opened the 
vault in which hia son Diego had been 
buried and in that way kept the bones 
of Columbus in the cathedral, as a re- 
quest had been made by the people of 
Santo Domingo to the pope to make the 
admiral a saint. The truth of these 
statements, however, has • never been 
verified, and little or no importance is 
attached to them. 


The tomb in which were the'remains 


taken away by the Spaniards' was left 
unsealed for many years. No one wa» 
allowed to enter it, and It was not 
known to riave' coniairie8'"any'but the 
one 'casket. For nearly a century aft- 
erward nothing was said concerning 
Columbus, and it was commonly believ- 
ed that hia remains, were in Havana. 
Some minor repairs to the cathedral at 
Santo Domingo brought out discoveries 
that changed the common thought as to 
the last resting place of the admiral. 
This was in 1877, when Home of the 
workmen ,-ihnnt the altar dlsrnwrwl a 
vault that had long since been forgot- 
ten. An examination of the place was 
made by the archbishop and some of 
the high civil officers, and it was then 
asserted that the vault contained • the 
bones of Columbus. 


This noWH. with many proofs, caused 


conslderablt excitement not only la1 


ous and Renowned Man, Don Christo- 
pher Columbus." 


This is the story told by the Domini- 


cans. Another story told in that sec- 
tion of the country is .that when the 
Spaniards removed the remains one of 
the priests kept some of them and hid 
them In the cathedral. There have been 
many controversies between the Span- 
lards and the Dominicans in regard to 
the matter, but the Spaniards, and es- 
pecially those In Havana, have never 
permitted themselves to believe that the 
remains were anywhere but in their 
city; 


While many other stories have gone 


the rounds there Is considerable proof in 
support of the theory that the remains 
arc still In Santo Domingo and that 
those which the Spaniards have housed 
In the cathedral at- Havana and which 
they are now preparing to send back to 
Spain are all that Is mortal of Colum- 
bus' son Diego or his brother Bartholo- 
mew, noth of whom, ns stated, were 
burled near the admiral;

The following is taken-from the re- 


port of Charles K. Adams to the Ameri- 
can Historical society. Mr. Adams was 
formerly the president of Cornell uni- 
versity. In speaking of the roamlngs 
of Columbus' remains Mr. Adams says;

Herr Croncnu, n noted German scien- 


tist, visited Santo Domingo in 1S51 for the 
purpose of examining the remains found 
in the vault. He was given every fa- 
cility and at the conclusion of his tn- 
veatlgatlott gave it as his opinion that 
the remains were 'those of Columbus. 
In his report of. (he matter Herr Cro- 
n«au said: "I inspected the remains on

of Columbus are still In Santo Domingo, 
but they*, have no proofs to show that 
those taken from the cathedral over a 
century ago are the great admiral's, 
and from the facts at hand it would 
appear that Spain will have one more 
blunder to add to her already formi- 
dable list.

SOME FAMOUS 


SURRENDERS. 


Th« surrender of the Spanish army 


under General Toral at Santiago wa» 
one of the biggest events of the kind 
as regards numbers that have occurred 
on this continent. Small detachments 
of troops cooped up in a fortified plac* 
are often compelled to surrender during 
a war, but when -wlioJo armies give up 
the end is generally in sight. 


There are many famous surrenders in 


our national history. There were two 
notable ones during the Revolution, one 
in the middle of the war and one at the 
end. 
At Saratoga on Oct. 17, 1777, Bur- 


goyne surrendered to Gates 6,000 men. 
5,000 muskets nntl a large quantity of 
ammunition and cannon. He had begun 
his invasion of the colonies from Cana- 
da In June, intending to go down the 
Hudson and separate New England 
from New York. 


On Oct. 19, 1781, Cormvallis surren- 


dered 7,000 men to Washington, which 
ended the war. The ships and 1,500 sea- 
men were .turned over to the French. 


There was a surrender in this war 


which Is fit to DR ranked with the Ala- 
mo and fort Pillow. Fort Griswold, de- 
fending New London, Conn, was sur- 
rendered to Arnold, the v alter, by Colo- 
nel Ledyard. The commandant and his 
fiO men were put to the sword after 
they had given up their arms. This was 
in September, 1781. The raid on the 
New England coast had been undertak- 
en by the British with the hope of di- 
verting Washington's attention from 
Cornwallis. 


Even 
the great Washington was 


forced to surrender once, though not 
in this war. It was in the French and 
Indian war, and Washington was com- 
mandant at Fort Necessity. His forces 
had shed the first blood of the war, 
having defeated Jumonville at Great 
Meadows, 45 miles from Fort Duquesne. 
Two months later Washington himself 
was defeated by De Villiers at Fort Ne- 
cessity, which he had built at Great 
Meadows. 
At the end of ten hours' 


hard fighting Washington yielded upon 
:ondition-that-his troops should get the 
honors, .of ?*"ftr. : 
Our war of 1S12 was marked by two 


notable surren^srs, one of which was 
not at all to our credit. This latter one 
was Hull's surrender of Detroit and 
with it all of Michigan territory. Hull's 
soldiers were hut with indignation, as 
they were anxious to fight and did not 
get the chance. Hull was exchanged 
later for 30 British soldiers and was 
tried by court martial for treason and 
cowardice. 
He was acquitted of the 


charge of (.reason, but *.vas convicted of 
cowardice and sentenced to be shot, but 
was pardoned by the president. 


The surrender of Barclay's fleet on 


Lake Erie to Perry partly atoned for 
Hull's deed and save the Americans a 
chance to get. back what they had lost 
through Hull. Perry's message to the 
president, "We have met the enemy, 
and they are ours," is a classic among 
military, dispatches. 


The Mexican war was marked by the 


surrender of no large armies. Ampudia 
gave up Monterey in September, 1846. 
Tampico surrendered to Captain Con- 
nor of the navy in November, 1847. The 
castle of San Juan de Ulloa, which de- 
fended Santa Cruz, surrendered ta 
Scott and Connor March 27, 1847. At 
thia time 5,000 prisoners and 500 cannon. 
were taken by our army. The City of 
Mexico, having been evacuated by San- 
ta Anna, was occupied by the American 
troops Sept. 14, 1847. 


The Mexican war was preceded by the 


Texan war for independence, in the 
course of which the Alamo, at Bexar, 
garrisoned by Texans, was surrendered 
to. Santa^.Anna. 
No sooner had the 


Americans laid down their arms than 
they were murdered by the treacherous 
Mexicans of Spanish descent. 


The civil war was terminated by 


the surrender of Lee at Appomattox 
Court House on April 9, 1866. Twenty- 
six thousand men laid down their arms. 
This was soon followed by the surren- 
der of Johnston, with 29,924 men; Taylor, 
with 10,000; Jeff Thompson, with 7,464, 
and Kirby Smith, with 20,000.

After 120 years of daily service th« 


jldest working engine in the world w«* 
recently released from all labor and 
will now simply do duty as a relic. In 
1775 Jamea Watt, in partnership with 
Boulton, in Birmingham, England, be- 
gan the manufacture of steam engines. 
Two years later they built an engine 
for the Birmingham Canal Navigation 
company. The engine had a 32 inch cyl- 
inder and an 8 foot stroke, large di- 
mensions when compared with modern 
engines. But a low pressure of steam 
was used, for which reason the great 
power produced by modern high pres- 
sure engines could not be realized. The 
James Watt company will now furnish 
the canal company with two triple ex- 
pansion vertical engines, with a capac- 
ity of pumping daily 12,713,000 gallons 
of water, while the old engine will rest.

Mrs. "Sellers said that if 
she was balled, her father would have 
to go on her bonds and that she should 
come here for trial !n January and 
would plead guilty. She had much to 
say about, her Relatives, whom she 
says? ar* prominent and influential 
people and; said j that when the time 
came she .would have no trouble in 
getting plenty at .witnesses to testify 
to her previous good character. She 
explained her bleached hair by saying 
that her hair began to turn gray two 
years anti a half, ago and this caused 
her to have. It Bleached. Mrs. Sellers 
has nothing: but igood words for Kil- 
eran and .says that he is an. honest 
man;
